It is played with two little hammers ; 
the bass-hammer has two prongs, which 
take an octave ; the treble-hammer is 
tingle, and plays the melody. The tones 
of tins instrument resemble the human 
voioe, 

OaxLOXom it being used in Paris for 
making stereotypes. The mold la taken 
with a special cement, whioh receives 
the impression and rapidly harden*. 
The celluloid sheet is then used to ob- 
tain the impression to be employed in 
printing. Celluloid has also been used 
for giving typographical representations 
of lace, the impressions being taken 
from the laoe Itaelt

and the deer lying on the ground close 
together.

A> a level of the tea, or when tho 
meroury stands in a barometer tube 
thirty inches high, water boils in an open 
dish at a temperature of 218 degrees. 
For every 660 feet we aaoend it boils at 
one degree leas. Thus, at an elevation 
of 1,100 feet it boito at 210 degreea, and 
at an elevation of 6,600 feet at 201 de- 
grees. At the City of Mexico water boils 
at 200 degrees ; at Quito at 19* : and on 
the summit of one of the Himalaya 
mountains at 180. Darwin waa not able 
to cook potatoes by boiling on one of ita 
mountains he ascended m Patagonia, 
and Humboldt oould not cook beef by 
the same method on the top of on* ot 
the Alps. In mines below the level ot 
ths sea a greater temperatore than SIS 
degrees is required to cause water to 
boU. If wator boils at a very low tem- 
perature, the heat ia not sufficient to 
melt fat in meat, to coagulate albumen 
in eggs, or to decompose tisanes in other 
artiolesoi food. Cooking must there- 
fore be performed by other meant than 
that ot boiling. The circumstanoe that 
water boils at a certain plaoe doe* not 
show that it contains sufficient heat to 
cook food to a reasonable time. Tta 
less the pressure of the air, the lows* 
the temperature required to bo il liquids. 

OM Oak. 

Ot late it hat become quite the fash- 
ion to collect old oak; the revival of 
decorative art during the tat few yean 
baa again tamed attention to old work, 
and ita value ia now folly recognised ; 
it ia becoming rare. Tsn years ago nu- 
merous specimens wen to bo had in tta 
oid timbered tarm-houaea in Lancashire 
and Cheshire; much of it still remained 
as it had been for centuries, and I have . 
many pleasant reoolleetiont ot ita old 
kitchens, with open fire-places and low 
ceiling wall supported on oak beams, 
filled with grand old tables, corner-cup- 
boards, buffets and pewter racks, wall 
stored with the brightly-polished pewter. 
I remember some instances when the 
old oak has been pat to very ignomini- 
ous uses. I have seen fine old coffers 
used at. oorn-bins in stables, and I res- 
cued one* a noble buffet whioh a boy 
bad turned into tta home of tow pink- 
eyed ferrets.

To those who object to visit Europe on 
account of tea sickness, the 
to build a railroad by whioh one can go 
from New York to Paris in fifteen days, 
by an all-rail rente, except forty miles on 
a steamer, or two hour't ride, will be in- 
teresting.
